America attracted by such outward 
and visible indications of nonentity 
believing as the Heraldry Society 
states that "character building is the 
main purpose for if a man has noble 
ancestors and a coat-of-arms he'll 
think twice before he'll disgrace him- 
self."

.insignia of class distinctions have 
generally resulted riot so - much in 
character building as in pride, building, 
and not so much in the modest sort of.

the past and does nothing in the pres- 
ent or for the future. 


But, says the Heraldry Society, "In 


the chivalric ages every person of 
prominence displayed a coat-of-arms." 
That will probably be enough for 
those who consider themselves per- 
sons of prominence and who care to 
dream about the so-called chivalric 
ages, which in fact contained very 
little of chivalry in proportion to the 
meaner elements of man's nature. 
Story and legend have led many to 
look with glowing eyes upon the ages 
past, that, instead of being dominated 
by chivalry, were disfigured by misery 
and ignorance, poverty and 
cruelty, 


bigotry and tyranny. In so far as the 
Heraldry Society would help us to re- 
turn to such an age, the intelligent

"TRIBUTE TO CAESAR" 


Julius Caesar h?~ been dead and 


gone for lo! these many centuries, but 
th world still pays tribute to him, ac- 
cording to the National Committee on 
Calendar Simplification. 


The committee, composed of many 


prominent men in different walks of 
life, and headed by George Eastman, 
the Rochester camera 
manufacturer, 


points cut that while Caesar was a 
good general and politician he was a 
terrible calendar maker. Julius Caesar, 
in 40 B. C, constructed the calendar 
we're using now. 


Caesar took the Egyptian calendar, 


corfiposed of 12 months of 30 days 
each, with five festal holidays at the 
end of the year, and mixed those five 
extra days into the months so they 
would run odd and even in length, be- 
cause it was "lucky" to have odd num- 
bers. 
He had one of these lucky 


months, July, his birth month, named 
after himself. 


In 28 B. C,, the committee finds, 


Augustus Caesar named his birth 
month after himself, and in order to 
have the lucky 31 days in it, stole a 
day from February and tacked it onto 
his month, calling it August. Subse- 
quently, to satisfy landlords who com- 
planied that this made too many days 
in the third quarter of the year, he 
switched Sept. 31 to Oct. 31 and, to 
keep the odd and even sequence, 
changed Nov. 31 to Dec. 31. 


The committee asserts that the com- 


plex economic structure that modern 
progress has raised, in which account- 
ing, statistics and comparisons count 
so vitally, our 2000-year-old unequal- 
month calendar has become costly and 
clumsy. One proposed solution would 
give us 13 months^of 28 days each, 
with the 365th day separated as a hol- 
iday and known as "Year Day" and 
observed as an extra Sabbath. "Leap 
Day" would be transferred to June 29 
and also observed as a holiday. 
The 


months then, it is pointed out, would 
be steady and dependable. 


The committee will embody its con- 


clusions in a report to the secretary of 
state in connection with an interna- 
tional conference it is proposed to call 
to decide the calendar question. The 
inquiry seems to have many good 
points.

Washington—The Roosevelt Pro- 


gressive bolt of 1012 stands as the 
only disastrous split in Republican 
history. 
Next to the fact that it permitted 


election of Woodrow Wilson, It was 
most important for Its demonstra- 
tion to the whole world that con- 
vention nominations were dictated 
by political bosses and that over- 
whelming popular sentiment could 
at any time be thwarted by manipu- 
lation of patronage and patronage- 
controlled delegates. 
The break between President 'Wil- 


liam Howard Taft and ex-President 
Theodore Roosevelt, to whom Taft 
owed his Job, resulted when Taft 
broke away from the Roosevelt pol- 
icies which his predecessor expected 
him to maintain. 


Immediately after the 1909 inaug- 


uration, Roosevelt was off to Africa 
on a two-year hunting trip.

walls. 


When the L-block 
is carefully 


made, the wall laid from the blocks 
has a pleasing appearance, 
some 


what resembling cut stone. It may 
be used in many ways and almost 
every practical builder who studies 
the block suggests new uses. For the 
most part the block is used in single 
wall contraction, or In double walls 
where added strength is desired, and 
to reinforce brick. 


It la described as a simple matter 


for the private builder to make L- 
blocks in his own molds or forms 
The usual iftock weighs from 18 to 20 
pounds, and 190 blocks may be made 
from a. cubic yard of concrete. They 
lay up easily and the narrow mortar 
joints are not troublesome. In a dou- 
ble wall the blocks lay up with the 
same speed as 6x8x12 Inch tile. A 
single wall is laid up about twice as 
fast, and the cost of material 
is 


about the same as the cost of a sin- 
gle thickness of wooden sheathing. 


The L-block Is too light for heavy 


construction, unless it is used as a 
form of backing for brick or other 
material. It cannot be used where 
building codes are In force. How-
